Famous Summer Resort Feeling the Suspension of the 
Sport Keenly — Its Hotels Deserted and Visitors 
Scarce as Result of Failure of Gittins Bill. 



The feature of the Fort Erie racing this afternoon will Ik* the tenth running of the Iroquois Hotel Han- 
dicap, for two year-olds at five and a half furlongs. When first run in 1902 the race was a dash of live- 
eighths of a mile, but it was increased to its present distance in 1903. Its first winner. Reservation, was a 
very gi*od rare horse of the useful class and winner in ids time of many races. Oiseau had up the greatest 
weight ever carried to victory in the race ami is its highest class winner, but Searfell and Sager also earned 
distinction afterwards, Sager winning some excellent races last year and being likely to win more Itefore 
long if lie stands training.

Saratoga. N. Y.. July .11. — “Local option will save 
lacing. There are communities that want the si>ort : 
there are sections that do not care for it. Why 
■ l.oiild places like Saratoga. New York, Sheepshead 
Ray and other localities that thrive oil racing he de 
prived of it because other villages, towns and cities 
do not want it V To eliminate this unjust discrimi- 
nation and to obtain what is necessary for the well 
being of the Spa. the citizens of Saratoga will start 
:: crusade to have the racing question settled by a 
local option law.*' 

That is the sentiment that prevailA here, as ex- 
pressed by a taxpayer of the village, on racing. Ilis 
voice sounded strange and hollow for his words fairly 
boomed through the practically deserted hotel in the 
corridor of which he stood when he talked. 

“la*ok at this hotel.” lie continued. “Scarcely a 
man or woman in il. It contained twenty-two guests 
one day iast week. Another big hotel up the street 
boused nineteen. Just think of it. Why. there are 
more bellhops than guests. In other years there 
were from l.oon to 2,<Mtn guests stopping at each 
hotel. Now take a glance at the street. Where are 
the visitors? If one happens to stray iu he is tagged 
b.\ tlie natives. 

“Racing is necessary for this place. It’s the only 
tiling that has kept business up for many years. 
'Hie restrictions p la ceil on it since lists have spread 
financial disaster. All avenues of business have suf- 
fered. Take real estate, for instance. It has de 
predated in value from 100 to 200 per cent. The 
owner not only cannot sell property, but lie cannot 
find tenants. Without racing visitors will not come 
here, and without a customer no man wants to lease 
a store, hotel or cottage. 

“Here is a strange twist to this crusade against 
racing, in years when the sport brought many fol- 
lowers of the thoroughbreds to the village the 
< hurches were filled duriug the Sabbath services. 
Many of the racing men were devout (’hristians. 
Since the fight against the tracks the attendance at 
the churches lias been slim and some of the leaders 
of the movement to stop racing have suffered through 
lack of congregations. Their fight against racing has 
acted as a boomerang. Local option will solve the 
I uzzle. Saratoga wants recognition. It has decided 
ibis question time and again, and it means to have 
what it wants. Its citizens will start a movement 
toward such an end. Let the people vote on the 
question.” 

Gentlemen's Agreement in Way. 

Saratoga, N. Y\. July 11. — It was only a gentle- 
men’s agreement not to conduct a race meeting un- 
der t lie existing laws that prevented a season of the 
vport here this year. Had the others, parties to the 
agreement, relieved R. T. Wilson, president of the 
Saratoga Association, of his pledge, a meeting would 
have been announced. In an effort to la* exempted 
from his promise, Mr. Wilson went to New York two 
•lays ago. The others in the agreement were of the 
opinion that to race would jeopardize the Gittins bill 
in September and refused to grant the exemption 

Ever since the Perkins law, making the directors 
ai tid owners of race courses criminally liable for the 
acts of their patrons went into operation, there lias 
been no racing over the big tracks, though it has 
Is on repeatedly shown by eminent legal lights that 
tlie law was unconstitutional and that a conviction 
would Ik* impossible. The directors have had no fear 
• <f the* conviction, but they have steadfastly refused 
to become lialde to arrest for a felony. 

Senator Brackett is quoted as haring offered to 
Income a director of the Saratoga Association for the 
purpose of having the law tested should there be an 
arrest. Tint the universal opinion is that there 
would lie no arrest at Saratoga. A successful test of 
tie law would at once simplify the present condition 
•of turf affairs, as the Gittins l»il ! was only framed 

amend this unconstitutional act. 

Takes Issue with Senator Brackett. 

New York, July 31. — A statement by Senator 
Brackett, of Saratoga, that the race tracks in this 
state could be opened and the directors would not Ik* 
held liable for betting except by professional book 
makers, is not received with favor l»y memliers of 
the Jockey Flub. A man who owns a controlling in 
Iciest in one of the big tracks said that Senator 
Brackett's argument was out of the question. 

“Tlie moment the tracks began barring out so 
mJIcd professionals,” said lie. “tlie Jockey Flub 
w <>nld be swamped with damage suits instituted by 
the persons excluded. Furthermore persons who art 
amateurs at betting and quoting odds would quickly 
turn professionals to take hold of the business. 

“The moment a track was opened it would 1 m* 
'physically impossible to prevent betting, even on a 
small scale. The so-called directors' liability law 
holds officers and dirts* tors responsible for betting, 
v bethel- they know it or not. If the tracks were 
tunning the reform organizations with their private 
defectives would go out of their way to got the 
go**! even if they had to employ stool pigeons. By 
iiiaking a few arrests after securing the necessary 
evidence of betting they could put it up to a prose 
eutiug attorney to go after the directors for the pur 
pose of putting them iu jail. 

“Racing is not a business with such men as 
Messrs. Belmont. Keene. Whitney. Vanderbilt. Wil- 
son. Buller. Dwyer, Hitchcock and others. Congo - 
«}uentiy no one can ldame them for refusing to run 
it Iu- risk of arrest, indictment and possible convict ion 
Because some persons might wager privately or 
openly without their knowledge or consent. 

“Von simply cannot prevent betting at race tracks 
and if Saratoga conducted a meeting this year it 
would Ik- with the tacit consent of tlie authorities of 
Saratoga County. Senator Brackett evmently wants 
to have racing at tlie Springs, luit does not care what 
It k* comes of the other tracks. The Jockey Club’s p<*l- 
lirj is fixed. There will Ik- no more racing iu the 
plate of New Y'ork until the directors’ law as it 
stands is either amended or declared uneonstif ntioiial 
by the courts.”

FORT ERIE TRACK JUST NOW. 



Lawton Wiggins Takes Measure of Speedy Sprinter* 
in Overnight Handicap — Stilly Night Runs 
Three-Quarters of a Mile in 1:12. 



Buffalo. N. Y\, July 31. — The rejuvenated Law’ton 
Wiggins Showed a splendid performance in today’s 
feature race at Fort Erie, a six furlongs handicap, 
in which he met some fast sprinters and won with 
ease after making all of Ids own pace. Lawton Wig- 
gins, ridden by Sweeney, carried Sir John Johnson 
the first quarter in 22 ? and then drew away into a 
comfortable lead, Iteating the Hildreth entry, Shan 
non, a length at the end and running tlie race Iu 
1:124. Sir John Johnson was making his maiden 
effort in Canada and was well sup|>orted by his 
stalde connections. He battered them by racing 
head and head with the wiuuer until passing the 
half-mile post, where he faltered and la-gan to drop 
back. He was lieaten off by Shannon at the end 
and after he pulled up it was found that he had 
gone lame during tlie racing. He was nodding on 
his way lun-k to his stable, but how serious bis 
injury was trainer Dave Woodford could not say. 

Harry Payne Whitney furnished the winner of the 
race following the handicap in his good-looking filly 
Stilly Night, which also showed great speed. She 
made a show' of her company and scored with much 
to spare in the fast time of 1 : 12 . which was within 
one-fifth of a second of the track record. The first 
three races were for two-year-olds, and Prince Chap 
and Elmu, two of the w inners, were outsiders in the 
betting. The success of Island Queen in the open- 
ing race profited the Kentucky delegation hand- 
somely. 

Otto Fleischntann came up from New York to 
witness the sport. W. A. Porter came over from 
Mount Clemens aud L. Allenberg was also among the 
new arrivals.
